weaken the character and efficiency of the primary courts. The "ad¬ 
vantages of mutual improvement now afforded to the judges of these 
latter courts by their 1 joint consultations in their capacity- of a court of 
revision, would be withdrawn, with possibly a part of their ambition 
for excellence.. The Circuit Courts being retained in the highest ju¬ 
diciary grade, and attended with corresponding inducements; to them 
the first qualifications would always be willing to-loofc. Bv reducing 
these to a secondary grade, it is to be feared that the highest class of 
legal abilities would look above lthem. This objection would indeed 
haye less force at a more advanced periqd, when a greater redundance

some extent, if not entirely, remunerate the slate for the deterioration

cd by this suggestion, nor isfit deemed at all itec.cssarv to its accom¬ 
plishment, that anv essential advantage of situation should be,sacrifi¬

*of title, than that which is perfcctlv fair and unobjectionable even in the 
opinion of those who are the most fastidiously delicate of the public 
dignity.

Having in my first communication on this subject, suggested the 
expediency of establishing a department for female instruction, I still 
retain the hope, that thle public countenance may be continued in fa¬ 
vor of this object. A small share of the general endowment will S# 
uufficilent to patronize a seminary for the education of bur daughter* 
in the higher branches oflitcrature and science. And it well com* 
ports with die character which we wish our institutions to hear, fo* 
liberaHity and refinement. Since the passage of the act for estabtah* 
ing a female branch, the law of a subsequent session has proposed i 
subdivision of it, into three seminaries. I have ever doubted the ex* 
tiediency of this subdivision, l oo t large a portion of the funds must 
be devoted to these, or neither of them will answer the public wish. 

The sun^ 
of SlOO.CXKJ derived by loan in New-York, and the sum of $>27 y 57i 
of the ordinary state revenues, being monies left in the treasury be¬ 
yond the current public demands. The profits of the institution dur¬ 
ing the few months of its operations, have paid all the expenses cur¬ 
rent and permanent since its establishment, and also the two Semi-an¬ 
nual instalments on the loan, together with the interest on the univer¬ 
sity stock, and lea\ ing a balance of profit amounting to fc‘2,tM4 46, ap¬ 
plicable to the increase of the several public funds of the state.

From all 
the ether sources, the capital of the slate bank may be progressively 
enlarging during future years. And I retain the fullest confidence that 
under a faithful guardianship, it may answer all the purposes of its in¬ 
stitution.

Since the last session the dissolution of the Bank at Huntsville took 
place according to proclamation. It is now presumed to be acting in 
observance of the law in closing its concerns.

generally result in fraud and injustice among themselves. I

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Am+mg the documents submitted, yon will fcid tf?rrrKiTulk>»s 
the legislatures of several other states, in r elation to a proper ;ti«>m 
heretofore submitted by the Assembly of Ohio, proposing {with thr 
consent of the states concerned,) a plan for emancipation and coloniza¬ 
tion, with the assistance of the national patronage and resource*. 

Id submitting the original proposition at a former session, it was of¬ 
fered without remark, but with that respect which was required by 
usual courtesy toward the official act of a follow member of the same 
political family. While my feelings strongly impel me now to observe 
the same Course, reluctant to disturb, without urgent necessity, this 
▼cry difficult and delicate question; I am, at the same time, unwilling 
to avoid any necessary expression of sentiment that may be called for 
by prudence or duty. 

That this topic has been made a grovmd of excitement between the 
opposite ends of the Unibitv is much to be regretted, not only as un¬ 
necessary', but tending to the i&ost dangerous consequence*. The fur¬ 
ther progrcHs of irritation should be checked. Our interests require 
no &uch i?-.ort. A dispassionate yet firm and dignified consideration 
of all question* relating to them, will tend the most effectually to gaim 
respect both to ourselves and the cause we espouse. The inteiesw 
affected by the propositions under consideration are older thar, the 
go ernment and arc confirmed by all its sanctions, We claim the un¬ 
controlled right of diriosing of them ourselves, and would repel any 
atempi whether insidious or open to dictate in regard to them; y*i be¬ 
fore we view in this censurable light the •Ificii! acts of other 
who must be presumed to feel all the force of moral and constitution¬ 
al obligation, vyc should have the most irresistablc evidence to justify 
us. iNo such evidence appearing on a fair interpretation of any of 
these resolutions; having also the fullest confidence ii* our national 
government, that it never will, as it never can touch this subject, with¬ 
out the most delicate and bcrupulous regard to our wishes and our 
rights; these documents are therefore submitted, like all others, ioi 
your, respectful consideration. 

In admitting this respect to those who profess a disinterested con- 
tern for the removal of what they consider an evil. Wc claim from 
them the common charity of believing that both in its origin and in is* 
continuance we are innocent. They must also admit, that the neces¬ 
sity which tolerates itj and the difficulties which environ the wav tom 
extinction, can best bje estimated by the states particularly affected by 
it; and that these tool can best determine the time and the proves*.— 
Till that happy era arrives the evil must be endured, but at the s-me 
time soothed by mildness and humanity. By examination of our 
state constitution and our statutes it will lie seen how tenderly our law* 
regyd the rights and feelings of this unhappy raae. And theve laws 
are so far-respected ih practice, that in addition to die legal sanctions, 
.. public odium always (attaches upon their violation. ^ . •

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'Writ it ntfust be mfcre radically accomplished:—bt a* entire ahandom- 
m.rnt of what constitutes much of their present estates, and by a dimi¬ 
nution of the value of the remainder. This will require a degree of 
disinterestedness which we have not yet seen exemplified. Then in¬ 
deed will the aid of extensive resources be necessary. Then would 
the boon now proffered be acceptable. If this be the light! in which 
we are to \ iew it, as presented in the resolutions; subject to mir owm 
uncontrolled right of disposing of the matter, then would t^ie motive 
«nd the measure be not only without offence, but entitled to all the 
respect of disinterested beneficence. 

I am not able, howg\er, to see in the proposition a plan calculated t# 
better the condition of its intended beneficiaries. The siiduen en¬ 
largement while in a state of almost untutored barbarism cannot ha^c 
♦hi* effect. To those best acquainted ii is most evident, that the sub- 
i c cts of this degraded condition are neither fitted for self government 
nor lor self subsistence, Should the national government at any fu¬ 
ture propitious moment jFstc proper to oiler a plan, it is Hoped that 
while it is chaiacteri'/xd by justice to our citi/.ens, it will also be wor¬ 
thy of the national philanthropic.; — 'I hat preparatory to the free con¬ 
dition proper nurseries shall be provided for mMriu. tion in the neces¬ 
sary branches of industry,—in the arts, and in literature, so far as may 
be requisite to form useful members of societv and government. When 
such a moment arrives, and such a plan is presented to us, it will then 
be time to give it a favorable consideration. Such has not yet occur¬ 
red. and is far beyond my ant'u ipation. 

The present appears to be a seasonable occasion for calling your at¬ 
tention to a subject of great national magnitude,' and in relation to 
which you have a constitutional right of participation. The mode of 
election of the Chief Executive Magistrate has long been a ground of 
dissatisfaction; and the pervading excitement consequent upon the 
late contest is confirmatory evidence that the federal constitution re* 
quires amendment in this particular. 

A uniform mode, and that by a simple submission of the choice of 
electors to the vote of the people in districts of the smallest extent, 
would correct the evil so far as the first effort is concerned. On a 
failure by the electoral colleges to make a selection, a more simple ap¬ 
peal in the second resort to tbit people without the intervention of 
electors, and by submitting to them a limited number ofi the candi¬ 
dates highest in vote, a plurality in that case being allowed to deter¬ 
mine, w ould promise, if not the most judicious, at lea$t> the most sat¬ 
isfactory and the best results. 

In objecting to the exercise of the potyer of selection Iby the House 
•f Representatives, i must l>c understood distinctly as giving no coun¬ 
tenance nor credit to any unworthy allusions to*recend events. The 
exercise of this power alone, however pure, is liable to Suspicions and 
criminations which are reproachful to the nation and to its worthiest 
public-agents. • .1

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Having brought to your view the several subjects which were dee** 
ed proper for your consideration, die approichiug moment admonUhaO 
me that the official relation between us is about to be dissolved. I 
have now filled the period of public service prescribed by one of the- 
most salutary restrictions; of the constitution : and shall withdraw from 
this honorable station with the most grateful impressions, for the kind 
and long continued confidence of my fellow citizens. A retrospect of 
this period will shew that it Vfes been full of duty and not unattended 
with some difficulties.—The government was taking its earlv impres¬ 
sions—varying constructions of the new made constitution were to be 
settled—new institutions to be founded—funds for useful public ob¬ 
jects to he realized arid improved—the revenue to Ik* organize 
Cd—public credit- to be established—and a wholesome circula¬ 
tion to be maintained. In our newly formed community, mu¬ 
tual confidence, ami cordiality of purpose were most of all needed. 
The only regret I have felt is my fearful incompetency for the due ice 
of such a period. I freely admit that this may have been the source of 
many errors. I am conscious of no other. Having on all necessary 
occasions ventured without reserve my full share of responsibility, and 
that from the impulses of my own judgment, my errors can expect no 
impunity but in the innocence of my intentions, and in the indulgence 
•f my country. It is however a source of present consolation that from 
all the imperfections in the Executive administration, a redeeming in¬ 
fluence has been found in a virtuous public, and in a judicious course of 
legislation for a series of years, by which I am enabled to surrender 
up the tru*t confided to me, in no worse condition than that in which 
it was received. If the several objects enumerated have not been reali¬ 
zed they are in most promising progress, and with a continuance of the 
same zeal for the public good, under more approved counsels may be 
more than consummated in the growth, the improvement and advanc¬ 
ing prosperity of our interesting country'. That this may be the pro¬ 
pitious result of our labors, will be my* continued solicitude and my 
lasting praters.

It is elegantly expressed by one o| the poets, that it is wveet and glorious to 
lie for our country:—May we not he permitted with equal justice to sav, that it 
s also most honourable to :ivr for our country, when in the faithful management 
>f its public concerns, we may he justly allowed to associate with our own oc- 
;ions, its present prosperity ami lutiuv prospects of gr°attie$s and of glory. 'Ibis 
s, indeed, the highest meed of patriotism; lids the dearest and most heartfelt 
reward of the immortal Washington, .md of the illustrious henefartois of mau- 


Sciud from ihe beginning of the world. It is dillu ult to conceive ot a situation 
in life more enviable ihau this; nor do I Mippixc that it ought to he deemed 
arrogant or assuming, to propose to mu st Ives s ich an aim, or chimerical to ima¬ 
gine that such views could be accomplished. It is true, our success may only 
be partial; the highest success requires uncommon talents and extraordinary con¬ 
junctures ; still we m rv taste of the nr*, tar, •dtlmugh we may not be admitted to 
the full feast of the gods. It is ill to make low and unaspiring calculations ill 
the transactions ol ptjldic business; lor patriotism semis to connect with itself a 
generous ardour vvhi* h cannot remain in a middle region; and no doubt it were 
better to lail «>t coarph’te success in tin* prosecution ot great designs, than to 


cari v into the fullest » licet a system degraded by litthu #, ss in the object and in 
the means. Mum* good will uiujncsihuinhly be done, although tin* whole plan, 
in consequence of linmati impel lection, nuot be snficred to remain iiu ompletc. 

I am led to m ike these observations, not in the least degree to affect your views, 
hut to express my own. f or 1 repose lire proudest confidence in tile exalted 
objects, patriotic, feelings, and Irgh inti Higi'iic** ol h«ah branches ol the (icneral 
Assembly; ami sli dl always gratified, in my proper department, to co operate 
aud pursue, should it never he my felicity to lead in any measure contributing to 
the public interest. In this co-ordinate branch «>t tin* government, I have the 
best hope for support itr the discharge ot my official duties; and in a firm depen¬ 
dence on your libera! aid, ami the direction of ihat Power who condescends to 
superintend the aft-iiis ol men, I shall cheerlnlly enter upon them. T he litXC- 
cutive communication, wiiicli yon have receivi'd, distiuguis. cd lot a masterly 
union of particular and g* ».cr M vie vs, will render miner css,try, at the present 
session, much of my constitutional duly. I will, however, should occasion re¬ 
quire it communicate ft-eh ; ml submit to join enlighientd deliberation any 
measures which 1 mav deem .isclnl m expedient. I teel a strong interest in the 
important and anl.ro. ^ business which will engage you during your present ses¬ 
sion; and roost devoutly wish, as I confidently expect, that your labours will 
be attended with cv**iv tlii.sg dignified in deliberation, and fortunate in the result; 
with eveiv thing grateful to yourselves and satMactoiy to the people, iermit 
me honourable gentlemen, to express :u you as their Representative*, the pro¬ 
found gratitude with which their confide,,.* has inspired mt. 1 cannot want in¬ 
centives to faithfulness in their cause; and s.u lr manifestation ot kindness, loads 
me to view the charge which I am about to undertake, as more solemn and im¬ 
portant. Permit me also to express my piofnutid respect and esteem lor both 
Houses of the (Seneral Assembly.

Powell, from the special committee to which was referred so 
iruuii *;1 the Governor's message as relates to the permanent location 
ci the seat ol government, submitted the following report: 

i'ue spend i , Min niiice, t<i whom was referred so much of the message of His 
Exc«:lh‘in \ iIn.* (iovemor, as relates to the permanent seat of government, have 
had tin* s.niif uii«1»t consideration, and submit tlie following report: 

by tin* 2*1*h section of the 3d »rtklc of do- constitution of our state, it is pro¬ 
vided ihat the .session* t»f i he general assembly subsequent to the first session hoi- 
dew .liter the miopliut of tin* constitution, “shall be held at the town of Cahawba 
until the end of the first s >sion of the general assembly to be held in the year 
one thousand cijlu bundled end twenty-five; during that session the general 
assembly shall have power to desiguat", by law, (to which the Executive sanc¬ 
tion shall not be required,) (lie permanent seat of government, which shall not 
thereafter be changed : Provided , however , T hat unless such designation be 
then made bv law, the government shall continue permanently at Cahawba.” 
It was nndoubtly the intention of the framers of the constitution that the seat of 
the government should not be permanently fixed at Cahawba, unless it snoulcf 
be found, after an experiment of six years, to bp the most eligible site. Taking 
this to be their intention, as expressed in that instrument, your committee have 
endeavored to ascertain, whether Cahawba combined more advantages for the 
permanent seat of government than any oilier place which might probably be 
selected. 

They have ascertained that Cahawba is on a low situajion, and liable to be 
inuudated by the waters of both the Cahawba and Alabama rivers. The inun¬ 
dation of a part of the town occurs almost annually; and at times, it has been 
impracticable to reach the state house without a conveyance by water. It is as¬ 
certained that during the last session of the legislature every street leading from 
the country into the town was overflowed to the depth of several feet ; and that 
it was impossible to reach the town even on horseback, without deviating from 
tha public highways. One part of the town was inaccessible to persons residing 
in another part, without the medium of water communication. Your committee 
further learn, that when the Supreme Court was directed by law to be Holden at 
Cahawba in the month of Jnw in each year, that many of the members of the 
bar did not attend the court at that session, from an apprehension of sickness; 
and that the Judges themselves were reluctant to perform the hazardous duty 6f 
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holding the Supreme Court at that season of the year. By the constitution i| 
Supreme Court can be hidden only at the seat of govertiment: it is theivi;,^; 
portant to the due and tegular a-«inii»istr»lii.» of j ‘Mice, that the seat »f goVf> | 
nient should be fixed iu some healthful situation. Your committee arc inf 0 , n> 
that most <»f the inhabitants of Oahawha are unwilling to ri>k th«*ir health i n \\ 
place during the summer; and that they are in the habit of removing, during \\ 
season, to some situation which piomises better health. 

From these facts, your committee have been constiained to come to the con 
elusion that Caliawba is not an eligible situation for tin* pmmauent scat ofg ov . 
ernment. Your committee have givn due weight to the considerations whi c )j 
oppose the removal of the seat ol government. 

These are the loss of public property ami the expences incident to a tenioval 
The state Imuse is a temporary building, and not calculated to acciumuodate |L 
representatives of the people, even if the seat of government were to he perma 
nently fixed at Cuhawba. The arson il is almost worthless, and is cei taiulv 
tirely useless, as the public arms would he better preserved in the hands nfthi 
militia. A temporary building lias been used for the bank, which is iusulficicn 
either for security »r convenience. 

It therefore appears to your committee that the saciifi.e of property, bv ih 
removal ot the seat ot government, would be inconsiderable, and would vveMi H 
the dust in (he balance, when opposed to the weighty consideration* which urg 
to a removal. 


\ our committee have also bad under consideration that part of the message 
his excellency the Governor, which suggests the prnpih tv of piocmiug a trai t l. 
land u whereon to lay out and found an entire metropolis.” Ii occurs to them, 
that the Seat of Government alone cannot impart much value to r**al properly in 
any town. In this town, where the Seat of Government has remained lui six 
years, and which has been a favourite object of legislation, real property ap- 
pears to be of little value. It gives no impulse to unde. If the Sent of Go¬ 
vernment be of any advantage t« a town, why does commerce in this village 
languish ? why is business thus dull ? The town of Washington, tin* metropo¬ 
lis ^ ie l*d p Mississippi Territory, declined while even the Legisluiuie held 
its sessions in its bosom. The history of every inland town in every Nuie in 
which the Seat of Government has been placed, shows that the Seal of Govern¬ 
ment alone cannot give value to real property. Tie* S*al of Govciiment in 
Pennsylvania, and Frankfort, in Kentucky, illustrate this position. It is evi¬ 
dent, that it u an entire metropolis,” destitute of commercial advantages, should 
be founded by the Legislature, very little revenue would arise Ii om the >ale of 
lots in such a town. It a commercial town sliouid be selected, the lots would 
be sold on account of the commercial advantages belonging to them, and not 
from the location ol the Seat ot Government. 

Yoor committee are convinced, that no practical m>"d would result from the 
establishment of a town ii- which to locate tlm Seat of Government; and believe 
that much inconvenience and expense would be avoided, if the Senate should 
come early to this conclusion.

It is well worthy of con- 
sideMii m wlnl impoiiunt effects m-yy be made to result from this auspicious 
cii< umMituc- . It is supposed that it will afibid a reasonable security against the 
m i»t app.ilh ig diseise to wdiclt the human constitution is subject. That it will 
innease tin* population of our commercial city, and with its population increase 
its business and resources; that it will locate and fix capital, as those who find 
it tiaeir interest to do business in the place will lie inclined to form permanent 
est ihli^hnuMits for the sake of convenience, when they find they can do so with 
safety to themselves and their families; that it will benefit the people in the in- 
teiior of the Stal*», as their imcessaiy intercourse with the city will be less inter¬

dily pe rceived. I beg leave very respectfully lo recommend to the General As¬ 
sembly to a ill the cm potato authority ol the city of Mobile, to obtain fiom the 
United States four contiguous sections of land, at Spring-Hill, or a quantity 
equal to lour sections, at the discretion of the corporation, on which to build ft 
summer town. or jdace of retreat lor health. It is likely that four sections 
would not be nnee titan sufficient, in order that the town should not be built too 
comp a*! 1 v fin health, that nuisances might be kept at a greater distance, and 
the natural healthiness of the place be improved by artificial means. To ac¬ 
complish tin s.- objects, a new and suffering city may require aid from the Trea¬ 
sury ol tin* State; the advance to he reimbursed at such time, and in such man¬ 
ner, as lh*> wisdom of the General Assembly may direct. It would also seem 
expedient m address a Memorial to the Congress of the United States, for the 
acquisition of the land at a fair price. The land is not in market; no conjec¬ 
ture can bn formed when it will be offered for sale, and the wants of the city 
are immediate. A mailer so important in a general point of view, ought not 
to be W*l't to the uncertainly of individual enterprise, where there will be nei¬ 
ther unity in the de»i<m, or concert in the execution. Most southern cities are 
precluded, by tlie.r localities, from the prosecution of such a plan. Our Mtua- 
tion is more fortuo io*; and a systematic attention to every thing which may |> 
nu,"e the pros,,of our cmumrcial city, will <>e fouod lo contribute l-gely
